GOVERNOR

ASSASSINATED 


TVER, Province of Tver, Russia, April 7.—While the Governor 


of Tver, M. Sleptzoff, was passing through the principal street of the 


town at three o'clock this afternoon he was killed by the explosion 


of a bomb. 


Governor Sleptzoff was regarded as a very-reactionary official, 


and was held responsible for the beating administered to the intelli- 


gencia by the black hundreds last fall. 


The body of the Governor, who was in his carriage when he was 


assassinated, was terribly mutilated, and his coachman was seriously 


injured. 
The Governor's body was removed to the palace. 


The bomb exploded with terrific force. 
All the windows in the"1' v 


neighborhood were broken. The assassin, who is a very young man, 


was arrested. .At the time of, his assassination Sleptzoff was on his 


way to attend the election of a member of the Council of the Empire.

not be an Improvement on

law. 
I don't believe a majority of the 


people at this time desire to intr-rfere 
with the present conditions, which are

conditions 
we 


have had In the republic to the labor- 
er, to the farmer, to the capitalist, to 
the producer and to the consumer.

San Francisco has been the hot bed of "commercial organiza- 


tions." The commercial life of the metropolis appears to spawn 
tftese organizations as a hot bed spawns mushrooms. They, possess 
every shade of color, and subsist under the slightest pretext for 
existence. If a sewer is to be repaired on the street as a measure ^ 
of public health, an association is immediately formed entitled the 
"Knights of Sanitation." 
There are "State boards of trade," "cit> 


boards of trade," "chambers of commerce," "merchants' associa- 
tions," "merchants' clubs," together with a veritable host of im- 
provement societies and associations for the adornment and beauti- 
fication of the city—the Sutler street association, the Noe street as- 
sociation, the Liberty street association, the "Back Alley Cleansing 
Society," and the "Children Playground League," and each and^all 
of these resolution factories are constantly called upon to memorial- 
ize Congress and the Legislature to enact or refrain from enacting 
laws. 
. 
, ^ 
One peculiarity of these associations consists in the fact tha,. 


for the most part their membership is the same 
An individual may 


hold a position m the directory of ten of them at the same^ time. 
ao when in imitation of the ' three tailors of Tooley street/ they 
begin their manifestoes by declaring that "We. the people 01 Eng- 
land, etc.." there is a sense in \vbich when ten of these associations 
have declared their preference, memorialized the Congress of the 
United States, or directed the President in his proper course of duty 
In the administration of national affairs, some five or six individuals 
have been behind each of these separate expressions of these sep- 
arate organizations. 


The United Railroads is an Eastern concern, the executive di- 


rection of which is in the hands of Eastern men, but they are not 
slow to appreciate the orthodox San Francisco methods as to the 
way of ascertaining public opinion. 


The United Railroads want to string overhead trolleys through- 


- out the city, converting the cable railroads, wherever possible, into 


electric lines. There is a unanimous indisposition to permit this 
use of the streets 
The city demands -underground conduits, and 


all the "Tooley street tailors" have declared themselves in favor of 
the conduit system. 


But, the United Railroads i« not to be outdone by this piping in 


concert. 
It organized an institution of it* own. and saw to it that 


it was composed entirely of persons under its own control and 
direction. 
Thus it had a "We, the people of England" association 


in its own hands. It could put a popular face on any conceivable 
proposition, and the new association took unto itself the very at- 
tractive title "The Million Club ' It declared its purpose to be the 
increase of the population of San Francisco at the next census to 


D.OOO inhabitants. When a club arises in an ambitious and 


municipality offering to increase the population by over 


per cent in the course of five years it is in the very nature of 
gs treason to the best interests of the community to oppose its 


s^ 
work. So, this "Million Club," brought into being by the 


United Railroads, immediately declared that the shortest way to 
acquire a population of 1,000,000 is for the city of San Francisco to 
permit overhead trolleys. This club not only passed the usual 
declarations of the popularity of the views it entertains in the form 
of resolutions, but it immed'iately proceeded in its own name and 
by the personal activity of its president to circulate a petition in 
favor of the overhead trolleys a? against the underground conduit 
system. It declared its independence of the United Railroads or 
its influence. What it aimed at in the efforts 
of 
the 
petition- 


circulating president, was 
the growth of the city to a 1,000,000 


population, and the shortest method, according to this new candi- 
date for popular confidence, to achieve that result is by the over- 
head trolley. What city ever increased its population 
after 
i' 


adopted the underground conduit system? How can a city expec 
to grow commercially, financially or socially, that is without over 
head trolleys? In all ages and in all countries, and in all munici 
palltles the underground conduit system had arrested civilization 
And so this "Million Club" is a foil to all the innumerable or 
/gai'.i-ations which arrogate to themselves the right to declare thi 
state of public opinion up'on all conceivable subjects 


The United Railroads stand justified in public opinion through 


file expressions of its own "Million Club," and if the existence an>' 
the expression of one club shall not pro\e sufficient it can organiz 
a half dozen clubs. It can organize clubs with attractive names as 
long as the attractive names will last to go round, until eventually 
the city will be drawn to the adoption of the overhead trolley sys- 
tem by the resistless expression of the popular will. 


The season of the year has arrived when the well-to-do citizen 


blithely pays forty dollars for a fishing rod and beefs like a steer 
over a thirty dollar bill for an Easter bonnet for the wife of his 
bosom. 


A Vice Needing Reform. 


From time immemorial, whenever a community or a particular 


district of this State feels to have some claim upon favoring national 
legislation, a committee or an individual is sent to Washington to 
represent the interests involved. Favoring results are not always 
accomplished by the diplomacy of the agent or committee 
sent. 


When an individual influential in tne community, or a small group 
of individuals, desire a trip to Washington at public expense, they 
find some 
community interest which needs the fostering care of 


national legislation, and they "come forward," to use a common 
colloquialism, to represent the county, or State, or district before the 
committee of Congress having charge of the matters sought to be 
presented, or before the departments of the government. 


Just now a W. A Beard, who appears to be secretary of-the j 


Sacramento Development Association, has gone to Washington 
to 


treat with Secretary Hitchcock on behalf of the irrigation of the 
Sacramento valley. When Mr. Beard reaches Washington he can 
get an audience with the secretary only through the representative 
in Congress from that district 
The member of Congress from that 


district will take this commercial representative and introduce him 
to the honorable secretary, and immediately upon this introduction 
the commercially delegated representative of the interest of the 
Sacramento valley will inform the secretary that he has been sent 
as minister plenipotentiary and envoy extraordinary to take care of 
the interests of a certain constituency in matters quite beyond the 
capacity of the representative in Congress who is regularly author- 
ized to speak for the Sacramento valley constituency 
Mr. Beard 


must ask the representative in Congress from that district to per- 
form a service in introducing him, notwithstanding that his presence 
there is an impeachment of the capacity and the intelligence of the 
Congressman. 


There is nothing relating to the irrigation of the Sacramento 


valley with which the Secretary of the Interior is not already quite 
as familiar as Mr. Beard, or any other resident of the valley, and the 
practice of sending a special agent to Washington to take care of 
matters within the scope and purview of the duties of the Congress- 
man, 
i: in the very nature of things reprehensible. The Congres- 


sional representative of that district will have vastly more nfiuence 
in Washington than any private citizen of any district, armed with 
credentials from any voluntary association. 
The best way to pro- 


mote the efficiency of a representative in Congress is to take up 
through him the subjects in which the people of the district have 
special and particular interest. 
It would promote his standing with 


he ministerial officers of the government'if efforts of this kind were 
nade through him. It would encourage a better understanding be- 
ween the representative in Congress and his constituency. To send 
i special representative to Washington can have but one interpreta- 
ion, and that is that a district is not otherwise represented; that the 
Congressman for the district is incapable of thoroughly understand- 
ng the question involved, or of acting efficiently in the matter under 
ronsideration. There can be but one common sense reason for send- 
ng a special representative to Washington to promote legislation 
on behalf of any constituency, and that is the disqualification of the 
nember of Congress from the district so represented.

In the interior finishing and furnishing 


of country seats in the United States 
there is manifest that same marked indi- 
viduality which is noticeable in the ex- 
terior architecture.

open fireplaces are adjuncts 


which have been very universally intro- 
duced. Likewise in the furnishing there 
has been a considerable departure from 
the policies which have long obtained 
In the case of the town house. 'Willow, 
rattan and grass furniture has been 
introduced extensively, and the newly 
fashionable furniture of simplicity of de- 
sign and staunchness of construction ap- 
pears, to be pecuHarly-'adapted to tte 
needs ol the country resident. - 


Since the owner ot a country peat, par- 


iicularly it hi? lias ber-n transplanted to 
rural s'urroundinss direct from a city, 
:5 likely to !>.• rf-stles:; and energetic lo 
,•' ci-rtai'n degree. It is the part of wisdom 
in provide diversified interests on Ihe 
rural oMalc. This explains in part the 
extensive stables anil dog konru'ls to be 
found at many Amul-ii-an country seats. 
;tnd in not a few instnnces evidence has 
boon afToriled to whnt an extent such 
outbuildings may be maile to conform 
10 th" general archilcctural policy car- 
ried out In the dwelling. Where land is 
available poll links ami tennis courts 
may nlso he provider! with silght expen- 
diture and serve to mid materially to the 
possibilities of enterlainment afforded 
by a country home. 


To tho person of moderate means—and 


it might almost be. said without regard 
to means—the evolution of a self-satis- 
fying and 
artistic country seat is .- 
work that requires time, for there ar 
many phases nf the undertaking wnic 
are 'dependent to a considerable oxter. 
upon nalurt. find may not be hurried. 
For in.stam-". there is tho redemption of 
low pround, the rreation of handsome, 
hedges the formation of elaborate flower 
gardens'and a host of other tasks for 
which time and patii-nce are required. 
This brings us naturally to p.issing con- 
sideration ot the conditions governing 
the maintenance of a country seat, a.nd 
it is to be noted at the outset that, with 
very few exceptions, even the wealthiest 
owners of American rural 'or suburban 
estates maintain no such forces of care- 
takers and workmen as are to be found 
on tfie great English country estates, 
where formal gardening has reached Its 
fullest development. 


The preference of a majority of those 


Americans who have lately 
adopted 


country life is for natural landscape 
gardening, and save on estates such as 
that of Mr. Vandcrbilt at Biltmore, 
X. 
C., where scientific forestry 
and 


dairying are carried on on an-extensive 
scale, or where racing stables are main- 
tained, there Is necessity for the em- 
ployment of only a moderate number of 
workmen. However, there is a tendency 
to gradually increase the size-of the 
working force at the pretentious country 
seat, a move which must inevitably fol- 
low the growing appreciation by country 
residents ot the difficulty of securing 
and retaining workers who are really 
competent to care for an estate ana who 
will manifest something of tha"t degree 
of Interest on the part of employes 
which Is largely responsible for the 
perfection attained or. many English es- 
' tate*.

Since young Jack Spreckels took full charge of the Call 


three months ago there have been all sorts of rumors of impend- 
ing changes in the editorial and business offices of that publica- 
tion. Just as soon as the young man took hold a set of experts 
were put on the books. For two months they labored in an effort 
to straighten out the accounts. The peculiar manner in which 
books are kept in a big newspaper office makes it exceedingly 
difficult for an outsider to understand the method of figuring. 


Th'e experts had to personally interview most of the "heads 


of departments" in order to get an idea of the actual meaning 
of strange charges and peculiar headings. When this system 
of interviewing the main men on the paper became known there 
were all sorts of stories circulated. Most of them were to the ' 
effect that a large shortage had been discovered, but just to what 
department this missing money had been traced to no one 
seemed to know with any degree of accuracy. 


A few clays ago Business Manager Martin resigned his

He is the man who had 
an editorial published in the Call asking people to buy it on the 
grounds that it had less advertising than any other Sunday 
San Francisco paper. Some successful editors think that ad- 
vertising is almost as good a circulation getter as news.

cial control.

who kept the cash, Warde resum- 
ed his pilferings. .

$12,000, which he used in found- 
ing a new club,

The most Interesting news notes cen- 


ter about the women's clubs, for this 
is the time when the annual elections 
take place. 


Much has been said of late about the. 


activities of the many clubs but com- 
parisons In this line, as In so many 
othets, are odious 
No two clubs are 


organized for exactly the same pur- 
pose, and no two clubs have the same 
sphere of activities. 


The leading clubs in Oakland are the 


Ebell Club, the Home Club, the Oak- 
land Club and the Civic Club and they 
are all very different In organization, 
and In the work which they propose 
to do. 


The Ebell Club Is, of course, the old- 


est club, and much might be written 
of Its career. It was organized at a 
time when there was a general preju- 
dice against women's clubs, and to join 
one was to be regarded as "masculine" 
or "strong-minded." 


Men in those days looked very doubt- 


fully upon the woman's club. 


The Ebell Club was very primitive 


In its first days in the little drawing- 
room of Mrs. Benton's 
home. 
The 


members borrowed chairs of the neigh- 
bors when there were not enough to 
go around. 


They studied all sorts of things— 


poetry 
there was a class In anntomy under 
Doctor^Buchel. 
One of the members 


of that early section tells an amusing 
story of a chicken which was the model 
at the anatomy section. When he had 
served the purposes of illustration, he 
was cooked In a chafing dish and th« 
members of the class ate him! . 


Those were the early 
days 
-when 


there was not "higher education" for 
women, and the clubs strove to sup- 
plement, as far as possible, the limited 
opportunities of women. 


But we have lived through those 


days, and one no longer depends on the 
clubs for intellectual development, or 
mental training. 


The very best activities of the clubs 


now relate to civic improvement, and 
to work Cor the children, such as meas- 
ures for the Juvenile court, for the pro- 
bation officer and for child labor laws. 


Of courje, in every club, or In every 


charity, one will find "the climber." 
It Is an easy thing for her to be put 
on committees with prominent women, 
and when she meets them many times 
her entree is assured. For women are, 
in the main, tolerant and good-natured. 
Of course, you cannot elaborate a great 
deal about "exclusiveness" In Califor- 
nia. We know each other rather well 
out here, and memories go back a few- 
years with surprising celerity. 
And 


really club work Is valuable In one 
way—that it makes for democracy, and 
it Is a matter of congratulation that It 
is most often the bright woman of In- 
telligence who Is popular at the club 
and not the woman of wealth.

FRUITVALE'S D.EPOT. 


A new depot Is in course of construc- 


tion for Fruitvale. 
It is sitauted at 


the point on the north side of the 
Southern Pacific tracks several hun- 
dred feet west ot 
Fruitvale 
avenue, 


where the track of the west-bound 
Alameda trains strike the main local 
line. 
It will be a much more ornate 


structure than that now in use, much 
nearer Fruitvale avenue. 
It 
has a 


frontage of 50 and a depth of 24 feet. 
The office will be In the middle of the 
structure and will have a bay win- 
clow by means of which the agent may 
be able to see trains approaching from 
either direction. On the east side of 
the office there will be a waiting-room 
for ladles and gentlemen. On the west 
?!de will be the bagagge-room. All the 
rooms will have large windows. The 
structure has been put In its present 
location so as to accommodate passen- 
gers for both Alameda and Fruitvale. 
The old office could not do that be- 
cause it Is situated near Fruitvale av- 
entio and distant from the curve over 
which people must ride In going to and 
coming from Alameda via thee First 
street line from the bro'adgauge mole. 
There will be an arcade on the side ot 
the building which faces the track and 
over this there will be a projecting: 
part of the roof.

SIGNS FOR OAKLAND 


After years of study of the subject 


and all kinds of discussions regarding 
a grievous annoyance 
the 
Board 
of 


Public Works has, at length, recom- 
mended a street sign for use In the 
naming: of the streets of this city. 


Ten or twelve years 
ago, 
perhaps, 


street signs were ordered put up In this 
city In response to a demand which was 
made from 
center to 
circumference. 


They were pretty, In blue and white, 


but, 
if one of them can be found alive 


or doing duty at the old stand, It must 
have had a 
fortunate 
experience in- 


deed. 
AH the rest of them met an igno- 


minious fate. 
The. field and the letters 


wore made respectively 
of 
blue and 


white glass enamel. 
They formed at- 


tractive targets 
for 
the 
sticks and 


stones of boys and persons who were not 
boys, who took a pleasure in breaking 
the enamel when they found that It could 
be done with as much ease as a pane 
of glass could be shattered. 


Besides, the signs were- simply nailed 


t.o houses and fences, and, when youths 
desired diversion, 
they 
found 
it 
In 


wrenching these signs from their fast- 
enings and did with them as their hood- 
lum Instincts suggested. 


At all events, those signs have gone. 


As a consequence many an old resident 
does not know tho names of the streets 
in the neighborhood of his home. When 
a stranger comes to find an address or a 
friend, a very large percentage of the 
people of whom he inquires know little 
more on tho subject 
than 
does 
the 


stranger himself. 


NECESSITY. 


The necessity for new street 
signs 


Is, therefore, pressing and the Board Is 
acting in the emergency. 
Herewith Is 


presented a view of the design recom- 
mended to 
the- Council 


The name of the street Is a stencil cut 


out of a metallic shield behind which is 
a. strip of metal covered with enamel. 
The closed places on the stencil are of 
blue enamel, but of such a nature as 
not to be frangible. 
There is a name 


stencil on each side of the white strip 
so that the name of the street may be 
seen no matter from what direction the 
person may approach. 
The same ar- 


rangement Is made with the name of 
the cross street at the Intersection. The

Mr. Robinson has been shown the city 


by Mayor Mott with a view to enabling 
him to determine what he thinks should 
be done to appreciate, to the utmost, the 
beauty which nature has lavished upon 
this section. 


WHAT MUST BE DONE. 


Mr. Robinson is as yet a stranger here, 


but he has 'a faculty of grasping the sit- 
uation and within a very short time de- 
ciding as to what should be done to mako 


is at tho present time to home people 
as well as to those from abroad. 


Generally speaking, he holds to the 


idea that the foundation of a beauty 
plan would be boulevards and a chain 
of parks connected with a boulevard 
around the lake. 


WEST OAKLAND. 


Mr. Robinson was first given a chance 


to see the bay shore in the vicinity 
of tho Sixteenth street depot, with the 
hopo that he might suggest a plan which 
would make that section a beauty spot 
which would Impress Itself upon the at- 
tention of the visitor In passing through 
the city to and from San Francisco. ' 


It is as yet too early for Mr. Robin- 


son to give even an outline of what he 
would consider ought to be done in the 
respect mentioned.
